Next. to Canada, Japan is the 
largest market for American exports. 
Each year, Japan buys $40 billion of 
U.S. manufactured goods, computer 
products, food, Gillette razors, Mc- 
Donald’s hamburgers, Coca-Cola and 
other goods, according to the Japan 
Economic Institute of America. 

Richard Florida, a professor at 
Carnegie-Mellon University, said it 
would be foolish to close American 
markets to such Japanese goods as 
miniature computers and high-resolu- 
tion television sets. 

“Tf we cut this stuff out, we’re going 
to have products that look like they 
were made in the state factories of the 
former Soviet Union,” Florida said.

WASHINGTON — Forty-seven 
nations large and small agreed Thurs- 
day on a massive “global effort” to 
rescue millions of hungry people in 
the former Soviet Union with human- 
shipments of food and 
medicine. 

The United States will airlift sup- 
plies to the 12 former republics with 
54 sorties beginning Feb. 10. 

The food aboard will include 38.4 
million pounds left over from the Per- 
sian Gulf war, enough for 16 million 
meals. 

A million doses of Desert Storm an- 
tibiotics will be carried by the C-5 and 
C-141 cargo planes as well. 

The airlift will “vividly show the 
peoples of the former Soviet Union 
that those who once prepared for war 
with them now have the courage and 
conviction to use their militaries to 
wage a new peace,” Secretary of 
State James A. Baker III said. 

The NATO alliance will undertake 
complementary deliveries. 

“Nothing could better symbolize 
the end of the Cold War,” NATO Sec- 
retary-General Manfred Woerner 
said. 

Baker said several countries had 
offered contributions in the closed 
sessions after President Bush 
pledged an additional $645 million at 
the opening Wednesday. 

He said Saudi Arabia would release 
$1.5 billion it had held up. Japan 


pledged $50 million in grants to pur- 
chase medicine and U.S. officials said 
South Korea had offered $800 million 
and Thailand $450 million in low-in- 
terest loans. 

Argentina offered to take in 
100,000 refugees. 

“Countries are responding in large 
measure in proportion to their abil- 
ity,” Baker said. The United States 
has pledged more than $5 billion, 
mostly in farm credits while the 12- 
nation European Community, led by 
Germany, has contributed billions of 
dollars more in credit, loans and 
grants. ; 

The conference came up with out- 
lines on how to assist the republics in 
the areas of food, shelter, energy, 
medicine and economic reform. 

Franz Andriessen, the vice presi- 
dent of the European Community, 
told reporters, “Plans must now be 
followed by actions and results.” 

Theft poses a serious problem. “We 
have to have personnel present from 
the point of arrival to the point of 
receipt,” saida U.S. official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. “The key 
is to limit the number of stops.” 

Some polls have indicated that 
Americans feel the United States is 
already giving the ex-Soviets too 
much aid. 

This sentiment could be a problem 
for Bush in his drive for re-election, 
especially in light of the recession at 
home, asenior U.S. official said. 

“He’s going to say nothing can be 


more important for the security of the 
United States than to see reform (in 
the former Soviet Union) succeed,” 


the official said. “We have something | 
going that is very good for the United | 


States.” 


A disquieting note was struck by — 


German Foreign Minister Hans-Di- 
etrich Genscher. 

Genscher said their leaders should 
convert their war plants to civilian 
industries. 

“It’s very hard to explain to our 
people that we are providing aid to 
countries manufacturing arms,” Gen- 
scher said. 

The German minister declared “our 
fates are linked and solidarity is called 
for.” 

In Moscow, Pavel Voshchanov, 
spokesman for Russian President 
Boris N. Yeltsin, said the announce- 
ment contained “nothing surprising.” 

Voshchanov said Yeltsin and Bush 
spoke about a month ago and the U.S. 
president discussed the possibility of 
forming a special Air Force squadron 
to fly aid to Moscow. 

“We have similar agreements with 
Italy andGermany, not just about us- 
ing air force cargo planes, but also 
their military to guard the cargo. So 
it’s not an issue that was decided to- 
day,” the Russian spokesman said. 

The 47 countries agreed to send 
representatives to Minsk, the capital 
of Belarus, next week to brief leaders 
of the former Soviet republics on the 
progress made toward sending aid.

Speeding motorists beware — 
speeding in a school zene could cost 
you more than it’s worth. 

The Utah House of Representa- 
tives unanimously passed a bill 
Wednesday that could cost violators 
of school zone speed limits as much 
as $250 for a first-time offense. 

Rep. Michael Waddoups, R-Salt 
Lake, sponsored the bill which now 
heads to the Senate after sweeping 
the House, 69-0. 

Waddoups said he has worked on 
the bill since last year when “two 
children were killed in my district.” 

“Speed is what kills,” Waddoups 
said and cited the death of a Kearns 
High School student who was hit 
last week while crossing the street 
in front of his school in Salt Lake. 

The bill, aimed at reducing the 
number of traffic accidents involv- 
ing schoolchildren, sets school zone 
speed limits at 20 mph and increases 
the penalties for violating that limit. 

Now fines for speeding in a school 
zone range from $85 to $90. If this

bill passes, these fines would be in- 
creased to $50. for speeds up to 29 
mph, $100 for speeds to 35 mph and 
$250 for speeds 40 mph and above. 
The $100 and $250 fines would be 
doubled for second-time offenders. 

The bill also appropriates 
$500,000 to the. Utah Department of 
Transportation in order to provide 
school zones with more signs and 
warning lights. John Bone, princi- 
pal of Westridge Elementary in 
Provo, said that he encouraged any- 
thing that will make people think 
before speeding in a school zone. 

Bone said there have been sev- 
eral near-accidents in the morning 
as people “almost ignore the cross- 
ing guard.” 

Wasatch Elementary principal 
Kathryn Spencer said too often

In other actions, a mandatory hel- 
met bill that would require helmets 
to be used by all motorcycle riders 
stalled in committee Thursday. Dr. 
Steven Joyce, president of the Utah 
Association of Emergency Physi- 
cians, said motorcycle accidents 
have cost Utahns $30 million in medi- 
cal costs from 1984-89 — “No mean 
sum in a state with less than two 
million residents.” 

Also this week, the state House 
passed a fair housing bill with provi- 
sions that would allow BYU to con- 
tinue regulating off-campus housing 
and keeping the sexes segregated. 

A seat belt law making it a pri- 
mary offense to drive without wear- 
ing a seat belt reappeared Wednes- 
day after being defeated in the 
House on Tuesday. 

The new law would make it possi- 
ble for police to pull people over for 
failing to wear a seat belt. Now po- 
lice must witness another violation 
in order to fine someone for not 


wearing a seat belt.

WASHINGTON — New nuclear 
weapons cuts under study by the 
Bush administration seem designed 
to entice republics of the former So- 
viet Union to eliminate their most 
powerful nuclear missiles, analysts 
said Thursday. 

Sources said President Bush was 
considering reducing or eliminating 
long-range nuclear missiles with 
more than one warhead, a move that 
would include cuts in the submarine- 
based nuclear warheads that most 
concern the Russians. 

Until now the United States has 
refused to consider cuts in the Trident 
submarine force, which is the most 
modern and survivable part of the 
U.S. strategic nuclear force. 

“T think the administration recog- 
nized that if they really did want to 
get rid of multiple-warhead missiles 
... they were going to have to include 
submarines,” said Jack Mendelsohn, 
a former U.S. strategic arms negotia- 
tor and deputy director of the private 
Arms Control Association. 

Asked about published reports that 
Bush was considering new cuts in the 
strategic arsenal, Pentagon 
spokesman Bob Hall declined com- 
ment beyond saying, “We’re looking 
at all of our programs, including 
strategic programs, in the context of 
changes in the world” and the 
prospect of continually shrinking de- 
fense budgets. 

Cuts in the Trident nuclear force 
would be as much a bow to the reality 
of a breakdown in the U.S. nuclear 
production system as a willingness to 
give up firepower. 

Because of safety problems in the 
system, no new warheads are being 
built for the Trident II missile, and 
the Pentagon confirmed last month 
that it was considering dropping 
plans for future production. 

Bush is likely to discuss nuclear 
arms reductions in his State of the 
Union address next Tuesday. 

A reciprocal action to the cuts said 
to be under consideration might be 
the scrapping of the SS-18 heavy mis- 
siles and the SS-24 mobile missiles by 
Russia and the three other republics 
with strategic nuclear weapons on 
their soil, Mendelsohn said. 

The U.S. plan could result in serap- 
ping up to about 20 percent of the 
long-range nuclear arsenal that would 
be left under the Strategic Arms Re- 
duction Treaty, or START, which has 
not yet been ratified by the Senate. 

Bush proposed a ban on land-based 
multiple warhead missiles last Sept. 
27, but he did not suggest cuts below 
the levels set by START. He also ex- 
cluded the Trident submarine force, 
and his defense secretary, Dick Ch- 
eney, said then that it would be un- 
economic to deploy Trident sub- 
marines with only one warhead per 
missile. 

Mendelsohn said he believed the 
administration may be considering 
arming the Trident II with six war- 
heads rather than the maximum pos- 
sible eight. That would reduce the 
planned Trident II deployment by 400 
warheads.

Director of the Missouri Botanical Garden and 
Engleman Professor of Botany at Washington University 


“Saving the Ark: Conservation of the Earth’s Biodiversity” 


Professor Raven earned his Ph.D. at UCLA 
in 1960 and holds honorary degrees from 
several others, including the universities 

of Massachusetts, Goteborg (Sweden), 
Rutgers, and Leiden. He is home secretary 
of the National Academy of Sciences and 
served the Bush administration as a mem- 
ber of the National Science Board in 1990. 
In 1986 he received the International Prize 
for Biology from the government of Japan 
and in 1990 shared the Prize of the Institut 
de la Vie (Paris).

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Growing amount 
of Utahns have 
health coverage

SALT LAKE CITY — The num- 
ber of Utahns without health in- 
surance has declined in the last six 
years, and officials credit the drop to 
an aging population and expansion of 
the federal Medicaid program. 

Still, 192,000 Utahns — 11 percent 
of the population — are uninsured, 
according to a health status study re- 
leased Thursday by Health Depart- 
ment Director Dr. Susan Dandoy. 

Dandoy’s announcement came in a 
news conference in which Sen. John 
Holmgren, R-Bear River City, an- 
nounced a bill to extend so-called 
“MedAssist” programs in some parts 
of the state. 

The program would aid an esti- 
mated 4,000 Utahns who fall below 
federal guidelines for Medicaid but 
make too much money to qualify for 
other programs. 

The bill was given the nod by the 
Senate Health Standing Committee, 
and now goes to the full Senate for 
debate. 

A 1986 study estimated 250,000 
Utahns, or about 15 percent of the 
population, did not have insurance. 

Dandoy said the decrease is likely 
due to more Utahns reaching age 65, 
making them eligible for Medicare, 
and expansion of Medicaid benefits 
over the past few years. 

While that is good, she said, “There 
still remains a significant portion of 
the population in need.” 

The highest portion of those with- 
out health insurance were Utahns 
ages 18-22. 

Some 18 percent of men and 17 per- 
cent of women in that category are 
uninsured, she said. 

About 10 percent of Utahns under 
age 18 don’t have health insurance. 

“This means 66,000 children in 
Utah have reduced access to primary 
medical care because their families 
have no way to pay for it,” Dandoy 
said. 

The survey found that low-income 
Utahns were most likely not to have 
health coverage. 

For example, 31 percent of males 
and 22 percent of females living in 
households with annual incomes of 
less than $10,000 are not insured. 

By comparison, just 5 percent of 
Utahns in households with annual in- 
comes of $85,000 or more are unin-

The study revealed 58 percent of 
those without insurance say they 
can’t afford it. 

Another 12 percent said they don’t 
have insurance because they are un- 
employed. 

Only 6 percent said they were de- 
nied coverage, Dandoy said. 

Dandoy said a few of the uninsured 
could be picked up through passage of 
a House bill that would require in- 
surance companies to’ expand cover- 
age to unmarried dependents living at 
home up to age 25. The current cutoff
